WEST BERLIN. Aug. 1 ( R) - The first secretary of the Iraqi 
embassy in East Berlin was detained by West Berlin police here 
early today accused of involvement in an attempted bomb attack, 
security officials said. The officials said First Secretary Khalid 
Jaber and another embassy employee were picked up after they 
handed a suitcase full of explosives to co-conspirators planning to 
blow up a youth centre in West Berlin. The attack was aimed at a 
congress of Kurdish students, the officials said. Security officials 
had infiltrated the plotters, they added. They said the suitcase was 
fined with an electrical detonator and had been smuggled in from

Turkey has recalled its chief dip- 
lomatic representative in Israel for 
consultations, following its protesL 
of the Israeli action on Jerusalem. 

Prime Minister Suleyman 
Demirel said in Ankara after a 
cabinet meeting Thursday that the 
government had decided to recall 
Turkey’s charge d'affaires Mr. 
Gundogdu Ustun and to reiterate 
that Turkey would not accept the 
Israeli “fait accompli." 

Turkey is one of the few Muslim 
countries which maintain relations 
with Israel and is represented by a 
legation in Tel Aviv. 

Turkey's Muslim oriented 
National Salvation Party (NSP) 
has criticised the Demirel gov- 
ernment for "procrastinating” on 
a decision whether to sever rela- 
tions with Israel. The NSP had 
tabled a draft law last Tuesday, for 
ending relations with the Zionist 
country. 

NSP spokesman Sevket Kazan 
said the recalling of the Turkish 
charge d’affaires was a delaying 
tactic of the government and that 
there was no need for any con- 
sultations. 

Kuwait denounced the Knesset 
action and sharply criticised the 
United States for failing to con- 
demn it.

NETHERLANDS rejectes any 
unilateral action designed to 
change the status of Jerusalem,” 
the Dutch Foreign Ministry said in 
a statement released only hours 
after the Knesset vote. 

“This has been the position of 
the Netherlands ever since the 
Israeli occupation of East 
Jerusalem in 1967,” the foreign 
ministry statement said. The 
Dutch government feels that 
“East Jerusalem should be con- 
sidered as territory occupied by 
Israel” which “consequently falls 
under the rules of international 
law, which binds Israel as the 
occupying power.” 

A Dutch spokesman, however, 
pointed out that the Dutch 
embassy is located in West 
Jerusalem.' and said there “are 
definitely no plans to move the 
mission.” 

The WEST GERMAN Foreign 
Ministry declared that “The 
(Israeli) measure is apt to seri- 
ously hamper peace efforts as can 
already be seen from first reac- 
tions out of Egypt.” The ministry 
spokesman also pointed out that 
the nine European partners — at 
their meeting in Venice- 
recognised the importance of the 
Jerusalem question for all con- 
cerned. 

He said the Nine were unable to 
accept a one-sided change in the 
status of Jerusalem. 

The FRENCH government 
Thursday accused Israel of break- 
ing international law and adding 
to Middle East tensions with its 
newly adopted law on Jerusalem. 

The new law was “a unilateral 
decision” and part of “a series of 
measures intended to challenge 
the status of Jerusalem,” a foreign 
ministry communique said. 

It charged that the new statute 
“is contrary to international law 
and U.N. resolutions.” 

In Peking CHINA charged 
Israel with aggressive and expan- 
sionist policies and said the recent 
U.N. resolution on Palestine 
reflected the pressing desire of the 
majority of nations for a set- 
tlement of the Middle East dis- 
pute. 

BANGLADESH strongly con- 
demned the derision as a “flagrant 
violation of U.N. resolutions and 
affront to Muslim sentiments.”

Arafat denies Al Fatah 
urged Israel’s destruction 


PARIS, Aug. 1 (AP) -- Palestinian leader Yasser 
Arafat has denied that his guerrilla movement Al 
Fatah had rejected negotiations and called for the 
destruction of Israel. 

In an interview with the International Herald 
Tribune . Mr. Arafat denied press reports that at a 
congress last May, Al Fatah resolved to seek the 
annihilation of Israel. 

“It was a draft put forward by a small group but 
it was never adopted by the Fatah congress.” Mr. 
Arafat was quoted as saying. 

Reports at the time quoted a resolution adopted 
at the Damascus congress which was said to call on 
the Palestinians to “liquidate the Zionist entity 
politically, economically, militarily, culturally and 
ideologically." 

The text was seized upon by Israel as proof of its 
longstanding charge that far from having learned 
diplomacy and moderation as many westerners 
have come to believe. Mr. Arafat still wants the 
Zionist stale destroyed. 

“It is (he latest pan in a long series of attempts 
by (Israeli Prime Minister Menachem) Begin to 
falsify and denigrate the Palestinian position," 
Mr. Arafat was quoted as saying. 

Interviewer Joseph Fitchett said Mr. .Arafat 
who is also chairman of the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation (PLO), anxious to correct the bad 
public relations caused by publication of the 
alleged Farah text. 

He was quoted as saying the text advocating 
Israel's destruction was leaked by a Palestinian 


journalist io the Beirut newspaper. 4/ Liwa, which 
published it as an exclusive purporting to unveil 
Al Fatah's political platform. 

At the congress, however, this text was only one 
of several competing drafts that were referred to 
another committee, the revolutionary command, 
for later study. Mr. Arafat was quoted as saying. 

Asked if he was repudiating Fatah congress in 
order to regain European backing. Mr. Arafat was 
quoted as replying. “I am not denying anything of 
the congress. I stand by the resolutions, but the 
so-called platform was only rumours.” 

These resolutions, he reportedly said, confirm 
the PLO's earlier movement toward a more flex- 
ible position on possible solutions with Israel. 

Asked wny he had taken so long to the press 
versions of the Fatah resolutions, Mr. Arafat was 
quoted as saying he had been too occupied with 
other issues. 

Israel today charged that Mr. Arafat's interview 
was a “deliberate attempt to mislead Europe.” A 
senior foreign ministry official said the disputed 
resolution clearly had been reaffirmed as Al Fatah 
policy because it had been broadcast on the PLO 
radio and had been confirmed at least twice by 
Fatah spokesmen in press interviews. 

Israel also had circulated its version of the Fatah 
decision at the United Nations, the official said. 

"Not one of them (the PLO observers) refuted 
these resolutions or dissociated themsleves from 
them in any way before .Arafat gave the inter- 
view,” he said.

Saudi Arabia, Kuwait freeze 
loans to World Bank in protest 


JEDDAH, Aug. 1 (R)— Saudi 
Arabia and Kuwait have frozen 
major loans to the World Bank in 
protest against a U.S.-sponsored 
move to deny the Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation (PLO) 
observer status at the next joint 
World Bank-International 
Monetary Fund annual meeting, 
the newspaper Asharq A l Awsat 
reported today. 

Quoting World Bank sources in 
Washington, the newspaper said 
the countries might freeze more 
planned loans if industrialised 
countries continued to block PLO 
attendance at the meeting. 


The Lhiited .Arab Emirates was 
expected to join any future freeze 
on lending, it added. 

Asharq Al Awsat said Saudi 
/Arabia told the bank this week 
that it would freeze plans to lend it 
$420 million through the Saudi 
Development Fund. 

Kuwait froze a planned bank 
borrowing of 150 million 
Deutschmarks.” from the Kuwait 
Foreign Trading. Contracting and 
Investment Company, the news- 
paper added. 

Asharq Al Awsat, which is pub- 
lished simultaneously in London 
and Jeddah, said the freeze came 


after the United States and its 
allies tried to block an invitation to 
the PLO from Mr. Amir Jamal, 
chairman of the World Bank 
board of governors, to send an 
observer to the meeting in 
Washington in October. 

World Bank President Robert 
McNamara had proposed in 
response to the invitation that 
observer status be restricted this 
■year to those who were present 
last year, it reported. 

The move, which would have 
excluded the PLO, was an interim 
measure until the byelaw on 
observers was clarified, it quoted 
Mr. McNamara as saying.

Shah’s dying wish: Bury me with my men 


CAIRO, Aug. 1 (Agencies) — The former Shah of Iran said from his 
deathbed his ruined dynasty is inherited by his oldest son, and that 
the toppled leader should be buried alongside Iranian army officers 
executed for plotting against the Ayatollah RuhoUah Khomeini, the 
Middle East News Agency reported today. 

“I hand over the crown prince (Reza) to God’s care and the great 
Iranian people, and this is my last wish,” the cancer-striken Shah was 

Austria evicts 2 Iraqi diplomats 

VIENNA, Aug. 1 (R) -- Two Iraqi diplomats have left Vienna at 
the request of the Austrian government after being declared 
undesirable because of alleged involvement in a bomb explosion 
near the Iranian embassy here, according to a foreign ministry 
spokesman. 

The spokesman named the diplomats as Mr. Sami Hanna 
Attallah, a third secretary, and Mr. Hamid Tarred, an attache. 
Both were on the staff of the Iraqi embassy in Vienna. They left 
Thursday. 

The spokesman said police inquiries had shown that both' were 
implicated in the bomb explosion Wednesday which injured eight 
people and damanged buildings in a district where a number of 
embassies are located. 

Police said the bomb was in a small case which exploded in the 
street 

The foreign ministry spokesman said there was “dear evi- ' 
dence that these diplomats were connected with the incident.'' 


quoted as saying as he awaited death in an Egyptian military hospital. 

The agency said the Shah's final statement characterised as a 
message to "the Iranian people, came from his widow, former 
Empress Farah Diba.The news agency dispatch quoted her as saying. 
“In his last days, as he lay sick... he at various times said words I took 
as recommendations, and wrote down in the form of a message.” 

The Shah died last Sunday from complications arising out of his 
six -year fight against cancer. His regime collapsed in early 1 979 after 
a Khoraeini-revolution chased him out of his country. 

Tlte Shah said he fled Tehran during the Islamic revolution to 
prevent more bloodshed. “I swear in God's name that I am a faithful 
Muslim with a clear conscience and complete spiritual purity and that 
I was obliged to leave the land of Iran in order to prevent the blood of 
my people from being shed. 

“I have not stopped thinking of the black days ray people are 
passing through." 

He referred to the Iranian officers who plotted a coup against 
Ayatollah Khomeini's administration as martyrs who were con- 
stantly in his thoughts. 

“ What a coincidence - at the time when my heart will stop beating, 
the hearts of the courageous army officers who wanted to save the 
motherland were exposed to the bullets on the enemies of Iran” the 
message said. 

Saying he wanted to establish an eternal relationship with the 
Iranian army, the Shah asked that when Iran is “liberated” his mortal 
remains be pur into the executed officers' graves.

VIENNA, Aug. 1 (Agencies) — His Majesty King 
Hussein met Austrian President Rudolf Kir- 
chschlaeger during a four-day visit to Austria, fore- 
ign ministry officials said here. 


King Hussein visited Mr. Kir- 
chschlaeger at his Austrian holi- 
day resort of Meurzsreg to discuss 
the international political situ- 
ation. 

He saw Chancellor Bruno 
Kreiskv here last night for dis- 
cussions of the Middle East situ- 
ation. after holding similar talks 
earlier this week with French Pres- 
ident Valery Giscard tfEstaing in 
Paris and West German Chan- 
cellor Helmut Schmidt in Ham- 
burg. Mr. Kreisky interrupted a 
holiday in Mallorca, Spain, to 
meet the King. 

Mr. Kreisky, as head of a Social- 
ist fact-finding commission, has 
made several visits to the Middle 
East. 

King Hussein ended what he 
termed a satisfactory three-day 
working visit to West Germany 


Thursday with a courtesy call on 
President Karl Cars teas at his 
Villa Hammerschmidt residence. 

He held political talks with Mr. 
Carstens and attended a luncheon 
in His Majesty's honour.

Schmidt, who came to Hamburg 
from his summer home in nearby 
Brahmsee, King Hussein praised 
his host's “great understanding” 
of the Arab position and told 
reporters: “There is great under- 
standing on each side for both pos- 
itions.” 

King Hussein and Mr. Carstens 
also discussed the situation in 
Afghanistan and in Iran, a source 
in the presidential office said.

Thorn sees W. Bank 
during visit to Israel 

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, Aug. 1 (AP)— Luxembourg Foreign 
Minister Gaston Thorn today completed a one-day visit to explore 
Israel’s negative reaction to the Common Market’s Venice decla- 
ration on Middle East policy. 

Mr. Thom met in occupied Jerusalem with Prime Minister 
Menachem Begin, Foreign Minister Yitzhak Shamir and the chief 
Israeli negotiator on Palestinian autonomy. Interior Minister Yosef 
Burg. 

Mr. Thorn also took a helicopter tour of the occupied West Bank 
with Agriculture Minister Ariel Sharon, who emphasised the security 
value of the Jewish settlements which Mr. Begin’s government has 
built in occupied Arab territory. 

On emerging from his meeting with Mr. Begin, Mr. Thom said he 
was not surprised to find that Israel and Europe differed and held 
divergent views. 

Mr. Begin rejected a European suggestion that it might be helpful 
to include the Palestine Liberation Organisation (PLO) in the 
negotiations, and an official foreign ministry communique said Israel 
bad rejected the resolutions of the summit conference in Venice last 
month of the nine Common Market leaders and would not agree to 
negotiate on the basis of these resolutions. 

Mr. Thorn, who had come with two senior aides, is to continue the 
tour with talks in Jordan, Lebanon, Egypt, Saudi Arabia, Syria and 
the Gulf states.

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A new phase 

THE POLITICAL landscape of the Middle East has been 
dramatically altered by the vote of the Israeli Knesset 
declaring a “complete and unified Jerusalem” to be the 
capital of Israel. Indeed, we find ourselves today at a turn- 
ing point in the entire history of the Zionist-Arab conflict -- 
a turning point that could not come at a more perilous 
moment, at that. 

This is more than just the symbolic act which Israel's 
supporters are trying to make of it, even as they may regret 
the move itself, or at least its timing. Since 1967. Israeli 
governments have hid behind the language of international 
conventions to contend that their occupation and “unifi- 
cation” of East and West Jerusalem did not constitute 
annexation. That distinction has been eliminated with the 
passage of this bill. Under international law, annexation of 
a territory conquered by war is illegal. Israel knows this all 
too well. 

The passage of the Jerusalem bill is also compelling for 
what it says about the so-called “pluralism” of Israel’s 
political system. Introduced by an extremist member of the 
Knesset, with the stated aim of wrecking the negotiations 
with Egypt, the bill ended up being supported not only by 
the government which is supposed to be conducting those 
negotiations, but by the Labour opposition as well, who, 
while conceding that no good could come out of passage of 
the bill, bowed to the pressures of Zionist extremism. 

The reactions to the Israeli measure which have ema- 
nated from beyond the Arab and Islamic worlds seem to 
focus on the timing of the act. or on the effect it might have 
on the “peace process," rather than on its intrinsic sig- 
nificance as a legalistic act of aggression. This suggests that 
Israel will remain cocooned in the protective swaddling 
clothes which it has always worn as the West's fractious and 
illegitimate child. 

It remains, therefore, for the direct victims of this act of 
aggression to mount the necessary response. Seen in its 
historical perspective, this Israeli action is no mere brickbat 
thrown defiantly in our direction, but a grenade hurled 
aggressively into our midst. 

The first response, as Jordan has already suggested, is 
for the Arab World to unite for once behind a common plan 
of action. The next is to determine what steps to take to use 
the diplomatic and economic means at our disposal to 
retaliate against the theft and rape of our land, our rights 
and our dignity. If Israel and its supporters wish to court 
international isolation, then they must have it. Not since 
1967 has such a challenge been made to our will to reclaim 
our soil and our rights through whatever means as are 
necessary. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 

AL RAT: The American response lo the passage of the Israeli law to 
swallow Arab Jerusalem was not as powerful as the serious aggression 
which took place. The comment made by the spokesman of the U.S. State 
Department limited itself to playing down the significance of the law. 
saying that it was not binding on Washington and hoping that the local 
autonomy talks would not be deadlocked because of it. 

The comment means that Washington will not transfer its embassy to 
Arab Jerusalem, although the law makes it pan of the “capital of Israel." 
This attitude represents the minimum degree of positive U.S. response to 
what has happened, but the strange thing is the insistence of the U.S. 
administration on continuing the “local autonomy” negotiations after the 
Israeli law has excluded Arab Jerusalem from the framework of the 
negotiations. 

It should be remembered that the outward underestimation shown by 
the U.S. administration towards the Israeli law and its keenness on con- 
tinuing the negotiations ore aimed at achieving the following: 

- to benumb world opinion and to prevent any serious acts at the 
international level against the Israeli measure, which constitutes a chal- 
lenge to the international will. 

- misleading the world that the negotiations with regard to Arab 
Jerusalem are still continuing as long as the “local autonomy' 1 negoti- 
ations are going on and that there is no need lo take any measure before 
concluding the negotiations. Thus Israel will be given more time to digest 
the holy city it has swallowed. 

- infesting the high road before ihe Egyptian regime so that it will not 
reconsider its policy to prevent the emergence of any initiative that would 
help in closing Arab ranks. 

AL DUSTOUR: The Arab Nation is called upon today to declare its 
absolute rejection of the Israeli decision and its strangulation of the 
Aftbism of Jerusalem, and to warn every country which accepts the 
decision, or which transfers its embassy to lie occupied city, of the likely 
consequent of political and economic boy colt.

Arabs now have to call for an immediate U.N. Security Council 
meeting to discuss the issue, which constitutes a flagrant violation to U.N. 
Resolution 242 by seizing the land of others by armed force; the council 
must officially denounce the mutiny of Israel and its destruction of all 
chances far peace in the region.

AMMAN, August 1 (JT) - Fif- 
teen .sectorial committees huve 
been set up to prepare for the next • 
five-year development plan 
(1981-1985). 

In a statement distributed to all 
ministries and departments. Prime 
Minister Qasem A1 Rimawi also 
called for forming subseclorial 
committees to prepare the 
detailed projects to be included in 
the plan.

AMMAN. Aug. 1 1 JNA)— Minis- 
ter of Interior Ali Bashir has 
extended until Aug. 21 the dead- 
line for foreign workers to apply 
for an annual residence visa. 
Those who fail to meet this dead- 
line will be deponed from Jordan, 
the minister said. 

Foreign workers coming into 
Jordan must first obiain proper 
permission — residence visas and 
work permits — from the minister 
of interior and be sponsored by a 
company or individual. Those who 
violate these regulations will he 
deported at the expense of the 
company or employer. 

Also, the ministry of labour 
today decided to extend the dead- 
line to Aug. 2 1 for foreign workers 
without work permits to obtain ail 
the proper permits. Under- 


secretary Dr. Tayseer Abdul 
Jaber announced. The previous 
deadline was to expire today. 

Meanwhile, the employment 
committee chaired by Dr. Abdul 
Jaber yesterday decided to grant 
work permits this week to 243 
foreign workers most of whom will 
be employed in the construction 
and vocations sectors. The com- 
mittee refused to give work per- 
mits to another 1.003 workers.

Another focus of this season's 
digging is the Late Bronze Age — 
the 15th and 14th centuries B.C. 
(There are also Early Bronze 
remains at Sahab, but they are 
very difficult to distinguish from 
those of the Chalcolithic). The 
Late Bronze levels are dated on 
the basis of distinctive pottery of 
the period, and of a seal bearing 
the name of the Egyptian Pharaoh 
Thutmose III found in 1977, the 
last digging season. 

A very important Late Bronze 
Age find being investigated this 
year is the defensive wall around 
the town — the first from the 
period ever found to the east of 
the Jordan River. “The people of 
the Late Bronze Age dug a deep 
trench around the site, making 
two parallel retaining walls, with a 
corridor between them,” Dr. 
Ibrahim said, “which was evi- 
dently used for defensive pur- 
poses." The wall has been traced 
in several test trenches, and over 
100 metres of it have been unco- 
vered this season. 

This first Late Bronze town wall 
in Jordan is important because it 
“revises all theories about a gap in 
occupation between the 18th and 
the 12th centuries B.C." Dr. 
Ibrahim said. 'Previously it was 
thought that there were no major 
settlements in Jordan during that 
period, but the discovery of a large 
wall, and therefore an important 
city, scotches that theory. 

The diggers have also begun to 
investigate part of the Late 
Bronze town, and among the dis- 
coveries there are large quantities 
of bichrome and imported wares, 
reinforcing the evidence of the ci- 
ty's importance. 

Archaeologists and amateur 
enthusiasts who know about 
Sahab think of It as being an 
important site also for the study of 
the Iron Age in Jordan, and Dr. 
Ibrahim concurs. “Major occu- 
pation levels have been revealed 
from the Iron Ages 1 and U,” he 
said - the first half of the first 


millennium B.C. 

“These periods have much to do 
with the establishment of the 
‘Ammonite' kingdom,” he con- 
tinued. “There bas been much 
more of this material found in 
Sahab than so far in Amman 
itself* — the capital of the Ammo- 
nites. 

Sizable architectural complexes 
dating to both Iron 1 and Iron 11 
were found in the 1975 excavation 
season, and in one of them was 
found a large rectangular “pil- 
lared room”, having four stone pil- 
lar bases running along the centre 
of the room and set into a plas- 
tered floor — a typical Iron (I con-

struction pattern. The complex in 
which this room, close to the Iron 
Age city wall, was found is in an 
alley between two rows of houses 
and shaved down to the Iron Age 
levels by road clearance work — 
digging in a town has its benefits as 
well as its disadvantages. 

In addition to this pillared room 
from the 1975 season, one of the 
same type was found this year. 
“The Iron II town was smaller 
than that of the Iron I and Late 
Bronze periods, but it was very 
well fortified and well planned," 
Dr. Ibrahim said. 

Additional evidence of the 
importance of Iron Age Sahab 
came in the form of large “col- 
lared rim" jars. Such jars are typ- 
ical of the Iron Age I in Palestine, 
and have been labelled by Biblical 
archaeologists (W.F. Albright and 
others) as “Early Israelite". But 
their discovery in Jordan shows up 
the inappropriateness of such 
labels. “On principle, it is wrong 
to identify pottery with ethnic 
groups," Dr. Ibrahim said, “since 
various forms were known on a 
large scale in the ancient Middle 
East.” 

But the jars enable precise dat- 
ing of the Iron Age levels, and 
their presence in Sahab is another 
indication of the site's importance 
since they are obviously too big to 
have been carried there by mig-

Assisting in the work at Sahab 
are 30 staff members, including a 
number of employees of the 
department of antiquities, some 
students and research assistants 
from Yarmouk University, and a 
group of five from St. John Fischer 
University in Rochester. New 
York, headed by Dr. Jack Lee. A 
number of international special- 
ists are also on the staff, including 
a human osteologist from the 
Smithsonian Institute in Washing- 
ton, D.C., and a draughtsman 
from Denmakrk. 

Labourers to do the digging are 
hired from the local community. 
But there are also a number of 
trained technical men (for 
detailed work requiring "experi- 
ence), some of whom have been 
worlting on digs for 30 years — . 
having got their start with Dame 
Kathleen Kenyon at Jericho. 

Financing for the dig is provided 
by the Yarmouk University Insti- 
tute for Jordanian Studies and the 
department of antiquities. The 
staff lives in a school house on a hill 
outside the town, courtesy of the 
ministry of education. 

Dr. Ibrahim says that there will 
definitely be another season of 
digging at Sahab, probably next 
year. “The next season will be our 
last, we hope — but then, we've 
been saying that since 1972," he 
said.

U.S. economic index records gain of 2.5% 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 1 (Special )~The U.S. government's 
index of leading economic indicators, which foreshadows broad 
movements in the economy, made its biggest gain in five years last 

month. , . , _ 

The index rose 2.5 per cent in June, marking the first improve- 
ment since June 1979. The increase followed a 2.3 per cent drop 
in Mav and a record 3.95 per cent decline in April of this year. 

Secretary of Commerce Philip Klutanick said the strong rise in 
the index “reinforces evidence which has been emerging over the 
past several weeks that the low point of the .recession may be 

reached sooner than expected." . . 

The June 1980 figure represents the largest nse in the index 
since a 3.2 percent increase in June 1975. when the United States 
was pulling out of its last recession. 

Seven of the ten indicators reflected improved economic per- 
formance. led by a drop in the rate of lay-offs from manufacturing 

jobs. 

Japanese farmers protest rice prices 

TOKYO. Aus. I ( R)— Hundreds of banner-carrying farmers, 
stuped a noisvdemonst ration outside the ministry of agriculture 
and forestry here yesterday in protest against government plans to 
raise the official price offered to producers for this year s nee crop 
hv \3 per cent. The farmers want an increase of 16.7 per cent. 

The proposed new price will be 17.674 yen <577.9) per t>0 
kilogrammes for standard grade, equivalent ot S 1 .300 a tonne and 
more than three times the international market price of Sj-C. 

Japan plans to export about 420.000 tonnes of nee in the 1980 
fiscal vear endinn next March as aid to developing countries 
su (ferine food shortages. Last vear 900.000 tonnes of Japanese 
rice were sold abroad, causing strong complaints from American 
rice exporters and the United Stares government. 


Chrysler reports sales drop, $985m loss 

DETROIT, Aug. 1 (R) -- The troubled Chrysler car firm yes- 
terday reported reduced sales and a loss of $985 million in the first 
half of this year but said it expected to move into profit by 
vear-end. The second-quarter loss was $536.1 million compared 
with $416 million lost by Genera! Motors and $468 million by 

Ford. . 

Chrysler, which had to get federal government loan guarantees 

earlier this year, said its sales had been hurt by .speculation that it 
would not get them. But it expected ro go into profit through cost 
cutting and its new from -wheel-drive economy “K car. 

“The company has accelerated the start of production of us 
fuel -efficient new front wheel "K ' carx. Chairman Lee Iacocca 
said. “This new production plan will enable Chrysler to assembly 
a total of more lh3n 170.000 K-cars by the end of the year." 

Mr. Iacocca said Chrysler expects to increase its volume and 
share of market in the fourth quarter. Chrysler currently trails 
Datsun and Toyota as well as General Motors and Ford in U.S. 
market share. 

For the first half of 1980. Chrysler U.S. retail passenger car 
sales totalled 409.108 compared with 583.1 87 for the year ago 
period. Turck sales totalled I3b.63l units compared to 211,323 
units. 

S. Korea predicts trebling GNP by 1986 

SEOUL. Aus. 1 I R) — South Korea's economic planning board 
today predicted that the Gross National Product per person will 
rise io S4.201 by 1986. compared with 51.614 last year. 

It forecast growth of vieht per cent in ihe period 1982-86.

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ATHLETICS: Sebastian Coe won the Olympic' gold medal in the 
t prestige 1 ,500 metres Friday in triumphant style with a burst of speed 
% which shattered his British rival Steve Ovett. Coe, badly shaken last 
1 week when Ovett outran him in the 800 metres, got his full revenge 
today and was a worthy winner in a battle of tactics rather than pure 
speed. 

Coe’s time of three minutes 38.4 seconds was well outside the 
world record he holds jointly with Ovett, 3:32.1. 

Jorgen Straub of East Germany who finally broke up the slow pace 
race 400 metres out held on to take the silver medal leaving Oven 
with only the bronze. 

Coe, 23, restored the glory that Ovett had been chipping awav in 
• recent months. He set three world records last summer, in the 800 
and 1,500 metres and the mile, but his English rival captured the mile 
. record on July 1 and equalled the 1500 metre mark on July 15. 

Coe and Straub set the pace right from the start in the packed 
103,000-seat Lenin Stadium. They went to 400 metres in 1:01.82 
. and the order was the same at 800 in 2:05.05. Ovett however, was 
_ always right at Coe’s shoulder. 

They took the bell in 2:59.44 with everyone still reluctant to make 
a move until Straub finally stretched himself on the back straight to 
build up a lead of four metres. But on the bend into the borne straight 
i" Coe suddenly accelerated with his usual authority and sailed away. 

Ovett tried to follow but there was no catching Coe and though he 
' looked set to overtake Straub he then seemed to shrug and give up 
. this battle for the minor place. 

. Straub's time was 3:38.8 with Ovett timed 3:39.0. 

Earlier East Germany set a sizzling world record in retaining. the 
women's 4x100 metres relay championship and theittusselled with 
officials who tried to prevent them taking a lap of honour in the 
. stadium. 

Three of the German girls sprinted through the cordon of yellow- 
; jacketed officials and succeeded in making the tour of the stadium 
: but the fourth was turned away. 

• The German’s new record of 41 .60 seconds improved their world 
mark of 42.09 set earlier this year, and also the Olympic mark of 
■’ 42.55 set by a squad four years ago which contained two of these 
girls, Marlies Gobr and Barbel Wockcl. 

Ingrid Auerswald and Romy Mailer completed the squad today. 

The Soviet Union took the silver medal in 42.01 seconds with the 
British squad of Heather Hunte, Kathy Smallwood, Bev Goddard and 
Sonia Lannaman getting the bronze in a British record time of 42.43 
seconds. 

Tatyana Kazankina of the Soviet Union captured the women's 
1,500 metres gold, retaining the title she took four years ago in 
Montreal. Her time of 3:56.56 was an Olympic record but she failed 
in an obvious attempt on her own world mark of 3:55.0 which she set 
earlier this month. 

The Russian woman who returned to competition this season after 
having a baby was in a class of her own in the Olympic stadium, 
bursting away from the pack at the bell and winning by a good 20 
metres from East German Christiana Wartenberg and Nadezhda 
Oiizarenko, who won the 800 metres gold last week. 

The Soviet men captured the golds in the men’s 4x100 metres relay 
by only a stride from Poland whose flying Marian Woronin was 
closing with every metre. The Soviet time was 38.26. France edged 
out Britain for the bronze medal. 

East Germany's Evelin JahJ twice broke her Olympic record today 
in winning the women’s discus throw with a performance of 69.96 
metres.

Many players have the 
wrong attitude about a 
finesse. They look upon it as 
a means, of encircling the 
missing honor rather than as 
a maneuver to gain a trick. 
There are times when a 
finesse should not be at- 
tempted even though it is 
quite likely to succeed. This 
hand is a striking example. 

The bidding was super- 
charged. East's jump to 
three spades over the 
takeout double is textbook 
stuff— a hand with five 
trumps, good distribution 
and little in the way of high 
cards. It is a preemptive ac- 
tion designed to try to keep 
the opponents out of the bid- 
ding. We like South’s bold 
decision to enter the bidding 
despite a weak hand — his 


partner might not be able to 
compete again at the three- 
level. and he had good play- 
ing strength. When North 
doubled four spades. South 
feared that partner would be 
counting on him for some, 
defensive values, so he ran to ' 
five hearts, doubled by West. 

West led the king of 
.. spades, and his defense at 
' trick two was not very in- 
spired— he continued with 
the queen of spades. East’s 
jump to three spades and 
South's refusal to stand for 
the double should have told 
him that a spade continua- 
tion would be futile. The club 
shift should then have been a 
standout and would have 
doomed the contract. 

Declarer ruffed the second 
spade and a simple play 
would have brought home 
the hand. By cashing the ace 
of hearts, overtaking the ten 
and conceding a trump trick 
to West, declarer could not 
be denied. He would still be 
able to ruff a spade to his 
hand to draw the outstanding 
trumps and then run the 
diamonds for the fulfilling 
tricks. 

But the lure of the trump 
finesse proved irresistible. 
Declarer led a heart to the 
ten and thereby tossed away 
considerable coin of the 
realm, even though the 
finesse won. Declarer cashed 
dummy's ace of trumps and 
when East showed out. the 
hand went up in smoke. 

The heart finesse was ex- 
cessively greedy. Sure, it 
might gain a trick if West 
started with a doubleton 
king, but that was unlikely 
and the cost if It failed was 
too great.

World rccordholder Maria Petkova won the silver medal with a 
throw of 67.90 metres and the Soviet Union's Tatyana Lesovaya won 
the bronze with a throw of 67.40 metres. 

There never seemed any doubt that Jahl. 24, who is a senior 
lieutenant in the East German army, would win the event. She broke 
' her Olympic record of 69.00 metres for the first time with her second 
throw of 69.76 metres and broke it again on her third throw of 69.94 
metres. 

Petkova, who set a new world record of 71.80 metres five days 
before the start of the Olympics, gradually improved her per- 
formance to grasp the silver medal from Lesovaya who had been in 
second place up to the last throw. 

Thursday night Ovett, after capturing the 800 metres to the chag- 
rin of Coe who had seemed the stronger of the pair over the distance, 
won as he pleased in his heat. He was always nicely placed through 
the gently paced-race, and pressed on behind the Soviet runner 
Vladimir Malozemlin who took off at the bell. 

Ovett opened up the throttle 100 metres out and swept past to win. 
waving to the crowd in 3:43.1. Coe stayed near the front with East 
German Jurgen SLraub and Russian Vitaly Tishchenko most of the 
way. but on the lust lap he was boxed in and looked as though he 
might be in real trouble as the puce quickened. 

He had to drop way back to ger out of it, but then rocketed ahead 
smoothly to finish in 3:39.34. 

Bronislaw Malinowski of Poland captured the Olympic 3.000 
metres steeplechase gold medal Thursday with an incredible display 
of courage and stamina to catch Tanzania's former 1.500 metres 
world record holder Filbert Bay! in the final 100 metres. The 29- 
year-old carpenter finally achieved the Olympic gold after finishing 
fourth in the 1972 Games and second at Montreal in 1476. 

Malinowski, who was European champion in 1974 and iy78. 
fought back after allowing Bayi to take a lead of nearly 50 metres 
midway through the race. He brought the 100,000 spectators in 
Lenin Stadium to their feet, roaring with excitement. 

Malinowski finally caught the flagging Bayi at the water jump on 
the final lap, leaped past him like a sprinter and won by more than 10 
metres in eight minutes 99.09 seconds. 

Esbetne Tara of Ethiopia finished third, after helping Bayi set the 
early pace which had the Europeans in the field struggling to stay in 
touch. The Spanish pair Domingo Ramon and Francisco Sanchez 
finish ed fourth and fifth. 

Yuri Sedykh retained the Olympic hammer throw championship 
which he won in Montreal, leading the Soviet Union to a clean sweep 
of medals in this event. His first throw, made with a mighty shout, was 
a world record of 81.80 metres. 


This capped a great season of hammer throwing by the Soviet trio 
of medal winners, who have advanced the world mark from 80.32 
metres in five steps since May. 

Sedykh, a blond 25-year-old serviceman from Rostock with a lean 
muscular look, showed perfect technique during the day. He had a 
remarkable series of throws, following his record mark with 81.46, 
79.68, one fouled throw and then 80.98 and 80.70. 

Tatyana Kolpakova, a 25-year-old teacher from the Ukraine, who 
had never in her life jumped more than 6.67 metres, today won the 
women's long jump with a performance of 7.06 metres. She overtook 
East Germany's Brigitte Wnjak, who jumped 7.04 metres to finish 
second and Soviet girl Tatyana Skachko who had been the overall 
leader in the race until the last series of jumps. 

It was Kolpakova's leap of her life and with it she set a new 
Olympic record. . 

East Germany's Brigitte Wujak, 25, a sports srudent from Berlin, 
who only made her country's team in the second round of selections, 
had been lying second in the competition when she was overtaken by 
Poland's Anna Wlodarczyk. She also turned in a brilliant jump of 
7.04 metres to take the silver medal on her last effort. 

The men's 4x100 metres relay brought tragedy to Cuba's team . 
which had been expected to challenge for the medals. A dropped 
baton on the final exchange between Osvaldo Lara and Silvio 
Leonard sent the Cubans tumbling to their knees in despair. 

The Soviet men won the first beat in seconds ahead of France 
(39.01 ) and Bulgaria (39.25), while East Germany was fractionally 
faster in the other heat in 38.65; followed by Poland (38.83) and 
Britain (39.20) thanks to a fast leg by sprint champion Allan Wells. 

Brazil and Nigeria, both timed in 39.48 were the other qualifiers. 


U.S. flag won’t be flown 


Meanwhile, the International Olympic Committee (IOC) decided 
Thursday that the flag of the United States will not be flown over 
Lenin Stadium on Sunday at the dosing of the Moscow Olympic 
Games. 

IOC Director Monique Berlioux told a press conference that the 
flag of the city of Los Angeles would be used instead in the sections of 
the closing ceremony which mark the start of the new Olympic period 
culminating in the 1984 summer games in the California city. 

Protocol for the ceremony calls for raising of the current host 
country's flag and playing of its national anthem, in this case the 
Soviet Union. Then the flag of the next host country— the U.S. in 
1 984 — is raised and the national anthem of that country is played. 

“It was decided by the executive board that we will use the flag of 
the city of Los Angeles, as the contract for the 1 984 games gives them 
to the city, rather than to the government." Mrs. Berlioux said. 

Mrs. Berlioux said the Olympic hymn would be played at the 
closing ceremony instead of the U.S. national anthem. 

Asked why the IOC decided to vary the ceremonial, which it 
normally insists must be followed to the letter, Mrs. Berlioux said: 
“We did it so we would not embarrass our hosts here. The Moscow 
organising committee has complied with the IOC rules, and we 
feared there might be representations to Soviet authorities if the U S 
nag was flown.”

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Conflicting proposals to ease tension 

Waldheim arrives in Hanoi 


today for Kampuchea talks 


BANGKOK, Aug. 1 (R)-Confllctiiig 
proposals to ease tension along the 
Thai-Kampuchean border are likely 
to dominate U.N. Secretary General 


Kurt Waldheim’s visit to Vietnam and 
Thailand starting tomorrow, dip- 
lomatic sources here said today. 


‘Rhodesia is dead’ 
shouted as statue 
of Cecil Rhodes is 
removed from sight 


Dr. Waldheim is due to arrive in 
Hanoi tomorrow from Singapore 
for a two-day visit and fly on to 
Bangkok for a further two days of 
talks. 


Vietnam, which has an esti- 
mated seven divisions and several 
independent regiments deployed 
in western Kampuchea, brought 
the border area to boiling point 
last June with a two-day strike into 
eastern Thailaud. 

It followed the thrust by prop- 
osing, with its Indochinese allies 
Laos and Kampuchea, establ- 
ishment of a demilitarised zone 
along the frontier under some 
form of international supervision. 

The proposal was viewed with 
great distrust by the Thais. There 
have been allegations by the 
Indochinese countries that 
Bangkok was actively aiding guer- 
rillas loyal to the ousted Khmer 
Rouge regime still fighting in 
Kampuchea. 

Dr. Waldheim has said such 
deployment of U.N. observers was 
a security council matter and he 
could not authorise it. 

Thailand wants to set up safe- 
haven zones along the border 
wbere Kampuchean refugees now 
squatting could enjoy some sec- 
urity from the continued fighting. 

Diplomatic sources said the 
Indochinese proposals, made in 
Vientiane last month, appeared to 
aim at emptying the frontier reg- 
ion of civilians. 

But Thailand does not want 
this, fearing that it would have a 
permanent refugee problem if it 
allowed the refugees to move 
deeper into Thailand. 

The sources said Dr. Waldheim 
□light also raise the prospect of the 
U.N. High Commissioner for 
Refugees (UNHCR) acting as a 
go-between in talks between 
Bangkok and Phnom Penh on the 
voluntary return to Kampuchea of 
refugees from along the border 
and in refugee camps inside Thai- 
land. 


Thailand has rebuffed several 
overtures from the Vietnamese- 
backed government in Phnom 
Penh, which it does not recognise, 
for direct talks on bilateral prob- 
lems, saying face-to-face negoti- 
ations could be seen as implicit 



as diversionary and political. 

The statement rejected "Vie- 
tnam's latest moves to effect clos- 
ure of the border and ... the pres- 
sures exerted upon international 
relief organisations to divert relief 
assistance only to Phnom Penh." 

“The ASEAN member-states 
emphasise Thailand's non- 
involvement in the armed conflict 
in Kampuchea," the statement 
said. They therefore reiterate 
their request for the stationing of a 
U.N. observer team oq the Thai 
side of the border. 

ASEAN comprises Thailand, 
Malayasia. Singapore. Indonesia 
and the Philippines. 


SALISBURY, Aug'. I (RV- African demonstrators battered the statue 
of Cecil John Rhodes with iron stares today as the monument to the 

British colonial enterp renear who founded Rhodesia was hauled down 

in central Salisbury. 

“Now we have Zimbabwe, Rhodesia is dead,” one African shouted 
as a crane lifted the statue from its plmth and laid ft on a waiting tarry. 

Crowds of Africans leapt onto the prone bronze statue, waving 
clenched fist salutes, kicking at its bead and beating at it with iron 
bars. 

The hammering left the statue with only a few dents on the nose. 

The Rhodes statue had been a landmark on Salisbury's Jameson 
A venae for years, now called Samara Machel Avenue in honour of the 
Mozambique president. 

The statue's removal - for blacks a symbol of their independence 
and political power - was also almost timed to avoid embarrassment 
during President Macbel's state visit which begins on Monday, gov- 
ernment officials said. 

President Machel will be the first leader to pay a state visit to 
Zimbabwe since independence — a token of Premier Robert Mugabe’s 
appreciation of the support be gave during Zimbabwe's seven-year 
bush war.

(AP)— Survivors of a U.S. Con- 
gressman and a news cameraman 
who were killed near the doomed 
People's Temple colony at Jones- 
town.

State Department knew of the 
extreme risk involved in the mis- 
sion but negligently failed to pro- 
vide Mr. Ryan and his party with 
adequate security and military- 
protection. 

The State Department in 
Washington had no immediate 
comment. 

Mr. Ryan led newsmen and 
others to Jonestown in 1978 to 
investigate reports of mis- 
treatment of U.S. citizens at the 


colony led by the Rev. Jim Jones, 
whose Peoples Temple had its 
headquarters here in Rvaris dis- 
trict. 

Mr. Ryan and Mr. Harris, and 
three others were slain by fol- 
lowers of Jones on the ministers 
orders. 

That night Rev. Jones and more 
than 900 other followers died in a 
mass suicide.

W. German guerrilla gets life 


STUTTGART, West Germany, 
Aug. I (R) — West German urban 
guerrilla Knui Folkerts was sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment today 
for murdering federal prosecutor 
Siegfried Buback and two other 
men three years ago. 

Mr. Folkerts, 28, was also found 
guilty of attempted murder and of 
belonging to a terrorist organ- 
isation. 

The court said he killed Mr. 
Buback, the prosecutor’s chauf- 
feur and a bodyguard in a sub- 
machine gun attack in Karlsruhe 
in April 1977. 

Mr. Folkerts was extradited 
from the Netherlands nearly two 
years ago, where he was serving a 
20-year prison sentence for shoot- 


ing a Dutch policeman. 

The fatal attack took place as 
Mr. Buback was being driven to 
his Karlsruhe office. A motorcycle 
carrying two people drew 
alongside his car and the pillion 
passenger fired 15 shots into the 
vehicle at point-blank range. 

Presiding Judge Eberhard Foth 
said it was not certain that Mr. 
Folkerts was the gunman. 

But he said the court was con- 
vinced that Mr. Folkerts was one 
of the three people directly 
involved in the crime, either as 
one of the motorcycle crew or as 
the driver of the getaway car to 
which they later switched. 

The charge of attempted mur- 
der against Mr. Folkerts con-

cemed an attack on an arms dealer 
in Frankfurt, three months after 
Mr. Buback’s assassination. 

Mr. Folkerts was expelled from 
the court immediately after judge 
Foth pronounced sentence, at his 
own request. 

He called the judge a “fascist 
rat” and a “dirty provocateur”. 

Earlier in the trial, the court 
separated an attempted murder 
charge from the main indictment 

In this incident, in August 1 977, 
several guerrillas entered the 
Karlsruhe home of an elderly cou- 
ple whose apartment faced the 
federal prosecutor's office. 

After tying up the couple they 
assembled a home-made multiple 
rocket launcher connected to a 
timing device. 

But the couple freed themselves 
and raised the alarm*before the 
launcher, carrying 42 explosive 
projectiles, was activated. 

Justice sources said this charge ■ 
would be allowed to lapse when 
today's sentence bad been 
reviewed and confirmed. 


COPENHAGEN. Aug. 1 1 R) - A 
world conference of women ended 
here early yesterday with the 
adoption of a 186-point plan of 
action — but most of Europe 
abstained and the United States. 
Canada, Israel and Australia 
voted against it. 

The plan includes controversial 
paragraphs equating Zionism with 
racism and providing for all 
United Nations funds for Pales- 
tinian women refugees to be fun- 
nelled through the Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation. 


It also calls for women’s enfran- 
chisement, equal opportunities, 
better health and education ser- 
vices, better job possibilities, the 
elimination of sexual dis- 
crimination and a fuller integ- 
ration of women into national life 
in all countries.

Miss Laila Khaled — who first won 
international notice as a hijacker 
— said the voce of 94 to four, with 
22 abstentions, was a con- 
firmation of the racist elements in 
Zionism.

British bugging out of control, 
charges Post Office union 


LONDON. Aug. 1 (AP) - Post 
Office engineers claimed yes- 
terday that British security agen- 
cies and police are wiretapping on 
a “massive scale" and it has got 
out of control, with no accoun- 
tability to parliament. 

The 125,000-raeraber Post 
Office Engineering Union also 
said in a report that there is strong 
evidence the U.S. National Sec- 
urity Agency is one of several 
“official organisations" inter- 
cepting telephone and other 
communications over which 
Home Secretary William 
Whitelaw has no control. 

The practice of official tele- 
phone tapping extends beyond the 
monitoring of subversive groups, 
suspected spies and major crim- 
inal organisations, particularly 


drug syndicates, that Prime Minis- 
ter Margaret Thatchers gov- 
ernment has acknowledged, the 
engineers alleged. 

The home office declined all 
comment. 

The engineers called on the 
Conservative government to 
lauuch 3 major investigation into 
the scale of unauthorised bugging 
by security services and the threat 
to individual freedoms.

He said more than 500 “war- 
rants” for tapping were approved 
in mainland Britain last year. 

That total excluded strife-torn’ 
Northern Ireland, where wiretaps 
and electronic surveillance are 
widely used by the British army 
and intelligence agencies to com- 
bat guerrillas. 


SEOUL, Aug. 1 (R) - South 
Korea's leading dissident, former 
presidential candidate Kim Dae 
Jung, has been formally charged 
with conspiring to overthrow the 
military government — a charge 
carrying a possible death penalty 
— martial law authorities 
announced today. . . 

A total of 23 others have been 
indicted - on less serious charges. 

- Under the martial law regulation, 
the 54-year-old veteran of Korean 
politics will face a court martial 
within 20 days. 

He was detained on May 17, 
when martial law was declared 
after widespread student demon- 
strations, and the martial law 
command says that though he was 
in detention at foe time Mr. Kim 
was the instigator of an uprising in 
the city of Kwangju in which 189 
'people were killed. 

They said he had funded and 
fomented unrest on university 
campuses. 

Mr. Kim Dae Jung's detention 
came 78 days after the gov- 
ernment restored his avQ rights on 
Februaiy 29 this year. 

He told his supporters after- 
wards he could not believe that the 
military hierarchy, after years of 
propaganda aimed at discrediting 
him, would suddenly permit him 
to contest presidential elections if 
there was foe slightest chance he 
would win.

Soviet and Vietnamese 
cosmonauts land safely 


MOSCOW, Aug. 1 (R) - The first 
-Vietnamese cosmonaut Lieuten- 
ant Colonel Pham Tuan has 
returned to~earth safely after tak- 
ing part in the Soviet Union's lat- 
est two-man space mission. 

The space flight, sixth in a series 
involving the Soviet Union’s 
allies, ended on schedule when the 
descent capsule carrying the Vie- 
tnamese and his Soviet Com- 
mander Colonel Viktor Gorbatko 
made a soft landing in Kazahstan 
atT5I5 GMT. 


They were launched on July 23 
and spent a week aboard the 
SaIyut-6 orbital station carrying 
out experiments with cosmonauts 
Leonid Popov and Valery 
. Ryumin, who have been on board 
since early April. 


The mission has been exten- 
sively publicised during the Mos- 
cow Olympics, which end on Sun- 
day, and there have been frequent 
television hookups between earth 1 
and space. 

Lt. Col. Tuan, has been 
awarded the Order of Lenin and 
the title of Hero of the Soviet 
Union. 

A Czechoslovak, an East Ger- 
man, a Pole, a Bulgarian and a 
Hungarian have also been into 
orbit as part of foe two-man crew 
of a Soviet Soyuz craft. 

Romania, Cuban and Mon- 
golian cosmoi 2 auts are also in 
training, and will be joined iu the 
due course by two French space- 
men. India was invited to put a. 
man into space aboard a Soviet 
craft, but turned down the offer. 


UNITED NATIONS, Aug. 1 (R) — The Soviet 
Union has 20 to 30 vessels, including combat 
ships, constantly on station in foe Indian Ocean, in 
addition to land-based forces in or near foe area, 
the United States charged today. 

Addressing a U.N. committee considering ways 
of reducing super power rivalry in the region, Mr.* 
Jerome Kahan, foe American delegate, said it 
should be clear to members why foe U.S. was 
prepared to “respond to requests for assistance 
and to deter aggression." 

He said American actions were designed to 
reassure states of this readiness to respond. 

“We cannot ignore the massive presence of 
Soviet land-based ground and air forces inside and 
adjacent to the border of Afghanistan," Mr. 
Kahan said. 

■ “The so-called ‘limited contingent 1 actually 
engaged in or in support of operations inside 
Afghanistan consists of six combat divisions and 
supporting units (induding numerous air units), 
and totals in excess of 100,000 military personnel. 

“And if one goes just a bit further into the 
territory of the Soviet Union, we find at least 30 


divisions more equipped with well over 6,000 
tanks and up to 2,000 military fighters, bombers 
and helicopters.'' 

Replying to those members of foe committee 
who, he said, were “inclined to discuss U.S. naval 
forces in foe Indian Ocean,” Mr. Kahan said they 
might put this into proper perspective by examin- 
ing the total Soviet presence. How much simpler 
life would be for the Russians if they had no rivals 
in the area. 

Soviet influence there would be overwhelming, 
and any disputes in foe region would be nipped in 
the bud — with solutions dictated from Moscow. 

“But, we must ask," he said, “is that what the 
members of this committee want? — more 
Afghan istans?"
